lsh proverb. It is one wnieh should be 
remembered by all the voters who have 
been deluded into favoring the free sil­ 
ver plan for robbing c reditors by cutting 
the value of the dollar iu tw’o.

Mr. Gustav H Schwab is president 
of the German society of New York 
city and is therefore in touch with 
German* and German-Americans in thi* 
country. 
Being also a prominent bus 
iness man, he is familiar with the views 
of Germans on the financial q uestion. In 
an interview on May 14 he said: 
I am convinced from my knowledg e 
of my German-American fellow citi­ 
zens and their ways of thinking that 
the vast majority of them in the coming 
political contest will entirely disreg ard 
party ties and will vote for that party 
which declares for the maintenance, be­ 
yond a possibility of doubt, of the g old 
standard of value, aud that they will 
not g ive their suffrag e to any candidate 
who may be suspected of a leaning to­ 
ward free silver coinag e or toward any 
compromise with the silver people. 
They consider that the paramount 
q uestion before the country at present is 
the integ rity of our monetary system, 
and their votes will g o to that party 
which they believe will uphold the 
country’s financial honor, reg ardless of 
what their views may be on other polit­ 
ical q uestions. Previous experience ha* 
shown that German voters on q uestions 
relating to or affecting the standard of 
value have always stood for common 
honesty, and that they have uniformly 
opposed all forms of financial heresy. 
When, 20 years ag o, the paper money 
inflation q uestion was ag itated in Mis­ 
souri, the Germans of that state were 
arrayed on the side of sound money. 
The Germans of Illinois are on record 
as always having been on the rig ht side 
of the money q ueotion, and as never 
having been led astray by cheap money 
propag anda at any time. 
A German 
business man, cashier of a larg e bank in 
Chicag o, who has a wide acq uaintance 
with the small bankers and merchants 
throug hout the west, tells me that he 
has had occasion to hear expressions 
from his German countrymen for years 
pa*t on the q uestion of a monetary 
standard, and that he has never yet 
found one who wav not in favor of the 
g old standard and opposed to the free 
coinag e of silver. 
His opinion is that the German citi­ 
zens of Illinois are unanimously opposed 
to any impairment of the present g old 
standard. 
It is a fact, universally known, that 
the sound money victory iu Ohio in the

ag ainst William Allen on a Democratic 
paper money inflation platform, wa* 
due to the firm stand taken by the Ger­ 
mans, who, disreg arding party line*, 
turned the scale in the election in favor 
of honest money. This fact was conced­ 
ed at the time by the Republican pres* 
of the state, and the Democratic candi­ 
date voiced the sentiments of his party 
leaders when he g ave utterance to hi* 
Ulcerated feeling s after the election by 
exclaiming , * ‘The Dutch are d 
d un­ 
reliable. ” The German voters ore cer­ 
tainly not to be relied upon when they 
are asked to prostitute the country’s 
financial honor at their party's bidding . 
In the state of W isconsin the Germans 
have taken the same united stand in 
favor of sound money, and the same 
may be said of Michig an, Iowa ar.d 
Minnesota. 
The entire German newspaper press in 
this country, with few exceptions, is 
emphatically for sound money, as it has 
been iu the past, and can be depended 
upon to pronounce in favor 
a t the main­ 
tenance of the present standard of value 
ami for the party that represents this 
principle, reg ardless of previous party 
affiliations Several Important German 
Democratic papers iu the western state* 
have already threatened to bolt their 
ticket if a free silver plank should be 
adopted. As an indication of the g en­ 
eral sentiment of the German pres* J 
refer to the position taken by the larg est 
and oldest German newspaper in the 
south, The Demokrat of Louisville, in 
the last state election in Kentucky. Al­ 
thoug h always Democratic up to that 
time, this paper bolted the Democratic 
free silver candidate and urg ed the elec­ 
tion of the Republican sound money can­ 
didate for g overnor.

The delegates of the 46th legisla­ 
tive district, in convention assembled, 
do heartily endorse the platform and 
candidates of the National Republi­ 
can convention, held at St. Louis 
June 16th. 
We also endorse the re­ 
publican state ticket and the candi­ 
dacy of Page Morris, the nominee of 
the Republicans of the Sixth congres­ 
sional district for congress. 
We 
heartily pledge our faithful and en­ 
thusiastic support to the nominees of 
this convention, as well as the entire 
Republican ticket from McKinley 
down.

One ounce of gold, American coin 
standard of fineness, that is 900 parts 
pure gold to IOO alloy, will contain rn 
gold dollars $18.60. Sixteen ounces of 
silver, American coin standard of fine­ 
ness, that is 900 parts silver to IOO of 
alloy at the rate of 412| grains to the 
dollar (the weight of the present 
standard silver dollar) will coin 18.60 
in silver dollars, says the Boston 
Transcript. 
These sixteen ounces of 
silver can be bought in silver markets 
of the world today for $9.94. There 
would therefore, be a profit of $8.66 on 
an investment of $9.94, being about 
87 per cent, if a holder of silver could 
take it to the mint and coin it without 
charge into silver dollars.

and that if this country once inaugu­ 
rates a policy of confiscating one-half of 
the property of some men, it will not be 
long before all property rights will be 
assailed. How will this suit the great 
majority of the American people, who 
all have some property and are trying to 
get more? Are they ready to start in 
robbing on a wholesale scale by debasing 
the currency? 
Even if one-half of the debts in this 
country were wiped out it by no means 
follows that debtors woald be benefited. 
The paralysis of industry whioh would 
follow the withdrawal of capital would 
cause such suffering and logs to all classes 
that debtors as well as creditors would 
be involved in the common ruin. When 
the men who paid their debts in cheap 
silver went to borrow more money, they 
would find Mat no one would lend, un­ 
less at very high interest rates, sufficient 
to cover the risk of another repudiation 
scheme. Thus in the end the men who 
had hoped to profit by dishonesty would 
find themselves still poorer tbs" they 
are now. The attempt to cheat the devil 
by robbing people of their property with 
a 16 to I law, instead of stealing it 
openly, is a miserablqtrick. His satanic 
majesty cannot be fooled in that war. 
The money standard of the United 
States should be settled beyond disturb­ 
ance. A square contest between the 
friends and foes of sound money will 
settle i t —-Utica Herald (Rep.). 


Mr. Gustav EL Schwab is president 
of the German society of New York 
city and is therefore in touch with 
Germans and German- Americana in this 
country. Being also a prominent bos 
iness man, he is familiar with the views 
of Germans on the financial question. In 
an interview on May 14 he said: 
I am convinced from my knowledge 
of my German-American fellow citi­ 
zens and their ways of thinking that 
the vast majority of them in the ooming 
political oontest will entirely disregard 
party ties and will vote for that party 
which declares for the maintenance, be­ 
yond a possibility of doubt, of the gold 
standard of value, and that they will 
not give their suffrage to any candidate 
who may be suspected of a leaning to­ 
ward free silver coinage or toward any 
compromise with the silver people. 
They consider that the paramount 
question before the oountry at present is 
the integrity of oar monetary system, 
and their votes will go to that party 
whioh they believe will uphold the 
country’* financial honor, regardless of 
what their views may be on other polit­ 
ical questions. Previous experience has 
shown that German voters on questions 
relating to or affecting die standard of 
value have always stood for oommon 
honesty, and that they have uniformly 
opposed all forms of financial heresy. 
When, 20 years ago, the paper money 
inflation question was agitated in Mis­ 
souri, the Germans of that state were 
arrayed on the side of sound money. 
The Germans of Illinois are on record 
as always having been on the right side 
of the money question, and as never 
having been led astray by cheap money 
propaganda at any time. A German 
business man, cashier of a large bank in 
Chicago, who has a wide acquaintance 
with the small bankers and merchants 
throughout the west, tells me that he 
has had occasion to hear expressions 
from his German countrymen for years 
past on the question of a monetary 
standard, and that he has never yet 
found one who wa# not in favor of the 
gold standard and opposed to the free 
coinage of silver. 
His opinion is that the German citi­ 
zens of Illinois are unanimously opposed 
to any impairment of the present gold 
standard. 
It is a fact, universally known, that 
the sound money victory in Ohio in the 
gubernatorial campaign of 1875, in 
which Rutherford B. Hayes ran on a 
Republican hard 
money platform 
against William Allen on a Democratic 
paper money inflation platform, was 
due to the firm stand taken by the Ger­ 
mans, who, disregarding party lines, 
turned the scale in the election in favor 
of honest money. This fact was conced­ 
ed at the time by the Republican press 
of the state, and the Democratic candi­ 
date voiced the sentiments of his party 
leaders when he gave utterance to his 
lacerated feelings after the election by 
exclaiming, “The Dutch ared-— d un­ 
reliable. ” The German voters are cer­ 
tainly not to he relied upon when they 
are asked to prostitute the country’s 
financial honor at their party’s bidding: 
In the state of Wisconsin tile Germans 
have taken the same united stand in 
favor of sound money, and the same 
may be said of Michigan, Iowa and 
Minnesota. 
The entire German newspaper press in 
this country, with few exceptions, is 
emphatically for sound money, as it has 
been in the past, and can be depended 
upon to pronounce in favor of the main­ 
tenance of the present standard of value 
and for the party that represents this 
principle, regardless of previous party 
affiliations Several important German 
Democratic papers in the western states 
have already threatened to bolt their 
ticket if a free silver plank should be 
adopted. As an indication of the gen­ 
eral sentiment of the German press ) 
refer to tbs position taken by the largest 
and oldest German newspaper in the 
south, The Demokrat of Louisville^ in 
the last state election in Kentucky.

Flic electrical equipment, which co n­ 
sists o f a battery, mo to r ami switch, 
brings the weight o f the bicycle up to 
sixty |M>umls. The battery, which Is a 
dry chlo ride cell.weighs fifteen po unds. 
The attachm ent takes up but little 
ro o m, and is easily slip(H*d into (dace 
underneath the sao dle. When it is no t 
ne**d**d. the machine can 
Ik* used in the 
o rdinary way. If at any time the rid­ 
er wishes to use the pednls instead o f 
the electric po wer, be can cut o ff the 
current with a small switch, which is 
placed under tho handle. The mo to r is 
co nnected with the hub o f the rear 
wheel by a wo ven silk bai.d.

Immense damage to pro perty. Several 
dwellings were co mpletely demo lished 
and o thers partially wrecked. 
Fight 
o r ten churches had their ro o fs blo wn 
o ff and o therwise 
damaged. 
Tele­ 
graph, teleph« *tie 
and electric 
light 
po les were snapped like pipe steins, 
mixing the wires in an inextricable 
im.ss. 
Fio na* 
lightning and 
high 
winds a.co npanio d tie sto rm, o r rath­ 
er. two st jrms, fo r Pittsburg i ud Alle­ 
gheny was the meeting place o f o ne 
sto rm fro m the west which came up 
the Ohio valley and > ro thei fro m the 
east whieh fo llo wed the cctnse o f the 
Allegheny river. Such a battle o f tlie 
elements is rarely \vdn<*» ped. In Fast 
Pittsburg ami Wilmcrding hail fell in 
large quantities, to me o l the sto nes 
being large o nes, 
lu the first five 
m inutes o f the sto rm ..Ys o f an inch o f 
w ater fell and the wind reached a 
velo city o f thirty miles an bo a *. 
Later ano ther stern*, almo st as lie.vc 
as the first, came up and .68 o f an 
ircli fell, making a to tal o f 1.33. The 
rivers are no w 
rising and ano ther 
fio o d is expected. 
Amo ng the casual­ 
ties rc|H*rted is an accident to tlie 
camp o f the Kighth Ward Hunting 
and Fishing Club o f Allegheny.

o f tin* damage wro ught by tlie hurri­ 
cane was no t kno wn until to -day, 
when wreck ami ruin were apparent 
o n all sides.

fro m churches ami adjo ining buildings 
crushed. 
Ho uses 
were 
unro o fed, 
trees bro ken 
o ff and 
in so me cases 
to rn up by the ro o ts, while the havo c 
caused by the heavy rainfall o f last 
week was reflo ated. 
Summed up to ­ 
day. with many o utlying districts to 
hear fro m, 
the result was 
eighteen 
lives lo st, thirty six Injured, many it 
is feared, fatally, and pro perty dam ­ 
aged to tin* extent o f $100,000. 
The list o t killed as far as repo rted 
is as fo llo ws: 
Higgins Wilkins. Mrs. 
McKenna.

McKenna, Jennie 
Ho lmes, an unkno wn o il man. and ten 
Italian miners who were dro wned at 
Cecil, Ph.;

Many 
narro w escapes are rejio .'ted fro m the 
valley 
thro ugh which 
Painter's mu 
(o ursc.s. and it is no t unlikely that 
so me o f tlie o thers may have perished, 
altlio .igh there is no further rumo red 
lo ss o f life. Several ho uses in the val­ 
ley were swept away, bbut the o ccu­ 
pants, so far as learned, all managed 
to s**ek places o f safety befo re their 
ho mes were carried do wn the stream 
So me o f the o ccupants were rescued 
in skiffs.

off and otherwise damaged. 
Tele­ 
graph, telephone and electric light 
poles were snapped like pipe stems, 
mixing the wires In an inextricable 
nu.as. 
Fierce 
lightning and 
high 
winds accompanied tin storm, or rath­ 
er, two st inns, for Pittsburg m d Alle­ 
gheny was the meeting place of one 
storm from the west which came up 
the Ohio valley and mother from the 
east which followed the ccm se of tile 
Alleglieny river. Such a battle of the 
elements is rarely Witnessed. Iii East 
Pittsburg and Wilmerding bail fell in 
large quantities, tome OI the stones 
tieing large ones. 
In the first five 
minutes of the storm .SS of an inch of 
water fell and the wind reached a 
velocity of thirty miles an hod*. 
Liter another stone,, almost as fie .vc 
as the first, came up and .(18 of an 
iroli fell, making a total of 1.33. The 
rivers are uow 
rising and another 
flood is expected. Among tile casual­ 
ties reported is an accident to the 
camp of the Eighth Ward Hunting 
and Fishing Club of Allegheny. The 
club was at Its camp in Sugar grove, 
alsiut four miles up the Allegheny 
river when the storm came up.

london. July 311.—The international 
socialist and trades anion congress re­ 
sumed its session to-day at St. Mar­ 
tin’s town hall, with Herr Singer, the 
well known > German 
socialist and 
member of flu* lelchstag, presiding. 
The aredentials of all the delegates 
who presented themselves for admis­ 
sion were closely scrutinized at the 
door and several wer? rejected and the 
bearers denied admittai.ee. The Eng­ 
lish section, which controlled the pre 
ll mi nary’ business, decided by 223 to 
104 to exclude aLarchists. This action 
no sooner became known to the an- 
anarchists outside than they became 
furious with rage and, jfter fiery re­ 
marks from their leaders, they made 
a combined rush for the doors of the 
hall, overturned Hie doorkeeper and 
I iou itll into toe galleries ii* spite of all 
opposition. This caused a repetition 
of the exciting and stormy tceue of 
yesterday. 
Tom Maim aud James K«*rr Hard*;, 
the English tatar lead *ra, spoke in fa­ 
vor of at least admitting Herr Hynd 
man. Their renu tbs were wildly ap­ 
plauded by the anarchists. 
Other 
English labor leaders made speeches 
against admitting the anarchists. This 
brought forth a storm of disapproval 
from the latter, doting which a few 
blows and many angry words were 
e>changed among the foreigners, wlto 
could hardly be pretexted by the mon* 
peaceful men from engaging in a gen­ 
eral free Jght. 
Eventually orders were given to put 
out the disturbers of the peace, and 
w hen sottx* show of so doing was made 
something like order was once more 
restored and the debate was resit ansi. 
After further g|)cech« g for aud against 
the admission of anarchists, it was

the electric headlight. The wheel is of 
the ordinary pattern, and weighs 
twenty-seven pounds without the at­ 
tachment but otherwise fully equipped. 
The electrical equipment, which con­ 
sists of a I si fiery, motor and switch, 
brings the weight of the bicycle ap to 
sixty itnunils. The battery, which Is a 
dry chloride cell.weighs fifteen pounds. 
The attachment takes up but little 
room, ami is easily slipped into place 
underneath the saddle. When it is not 
nulled, the machine can be used in the 
ordinary way. lf at any time the rid­ 
er wishes to use the pedals instead of 
he electric power, he eau cut off the 
current with a small switch, which la 
placed under tho handle. The motor la 
connected with the hub of the rear 
wheel by a woven silk band.

Pittsburg, J ul}' 30.—The full extent 
of tile damage wrought by the hurri­ 
cane was not known nntil to-day, 
when wreck aud ruin were apparent 
on all sides. 
Steeples were blown 
from churches aud adjoining buildings 
crushed. 
Houses 
were 
unroofed, 
trees broken off and in some cases 
torn up by the roots, while the havoc 
caused by the heavy rainfall of last 
week was repeated. Summed up to­ 
day, with many outlying districts to 
hear from, the result was eighteen 
lives lost, thirty-six injured, many it 
is feared, fatally, and property dam­ 
aged to tile exteut of $100,000. 
The list of killed as far as redried 
is as follows: .Higgins Wilkins. Mrs. 
McKenna, James 
McKenna, Jennie 
Holmes, an unknown oil juan, and ten 
Italian miners wlto were drowned at 
Cecil, Pa.; 
William 
Rose, drowned 
near Boston. Pa.; Jacob Affecter. Pitts 
burg, killed by a falling fence; John 
Figlts, skull crushed by falling tree at 
Sugar ('amp Grove. 
One of the most terrible results of 
the storm was the drowning of a nit in­ 
lier of coal miners in the Painter’s run 
district, just over the county line. The 
iMianliug house which they occupied 
was blown down and swept away, 
aud of the sixteen people sleeping in It 
fifteen were drowned. The bodies of 
eight have boon recovered. The tangl­ 
ing house was in a little mining set­ 
tlement called Cecil, on the line of the 
Eiglit-Mile branch of the Pan Handle 
road, which leaves the Chartlers di­ 
vision at Bridgeville. 
The branch 
runs over to McDonald, and Cecil Is 
located midway between the two 
points. 
The fatality occurred at 4 
a. in., wheu the small stream. Paint­ 
er's run. which empties into Chantors 
creek, was suddenly swollen Into a 
roaring torient by a cloudburst. Many 
narrow escapes are reported from the 
valley through which Painter's run 
courses, and it is not unlikely tiiat 
some of the others may have perished. 
altho.igli there is no further rumored 
loss of life. Several houses in the val­ 
ley were swept away, bhut the occu­ 
pants, so far as learned, all managed 
to seek places of safety hefore their 
homes were carried down the stream. 
Home of the occupants were rescued 
In skiffs. 
The rigging in many oil 
wells was swept away, and the men 
working about them were compelled 
to flee for their lives as the torrent 
tare down the valley on its course of 
death and destruction. 
At Braddock, hail added to the dam­ 
age. and when the hurricane reached 
Turtle creek it assumed the awful pro­ 
portions of a cyclone, doing untold 
damage. 
In the oil fields derricks 
were blown down, particularly In 
O’Hara township. 
Sewickley. Cora­ 
opolis. Bellevue aud McKe*e’s Rock 
suffered severely. 
In Millvale and 
Sharpsburg bail caused havoc, aud 
glaziers will lie busy for several days. 
The damage to property was gen­ 
eral and various iu Pittsburg aud Alle­ 
gheny. The wind unroofed dozens of 
houses, while others were damaged 
by the water washing their founda­ 
tions away. Still others were struck 
by lightning. 
The traction Hues, as 
usual, wore compelled to suspend ope­ 
rations. Great heaps of dirt and de­ 
bris from the ptevious 
floods piled 
near the tracks were washed down 
again, and the rnly lines which es­ 
caped serious delays wore those on 
the South side. All the railroads suf­ 
fered heavily from landslides, but the 
lines are all open and the trains att 
all running, with very little delay.

St. Louis, July 28,-The rejection by 
the Populists of the Democratic nomi­ 
nee for vice president, the nomination 
of Mr. Watson for that position and 
the nomination of Mr. Bryan after 
the Democratic nominee had stated 
that he did not want the nomination 
without Sewall, have made a peculiar 
situation. 
None of' the wiseacres pietend to 
predict what the result will be. Wheth­ 
er a fusion eau tar arranged or upon 
what basis, Is, of course, speculated 
upon. The shrewdest of the political 
observers, aud those who are most 
anxious for a union of the sliver 
forces, can see this result only In the 
withdrawal of one of the vice presi­ 
dential candidates. There is, as there 
bas been for some days, talk of Sew­ 
all's voluntary withdrawal, but after 
the stand Mr. Bryan 
aud 
Senator 
Jones have taken this ta not consid­ 
ered probable. 
It Is strongly inti­ 
mated that Watson may ta induced to 
withdraw iu the interest of such a 
union. 
It should be said, however, 
that this is intimated by those who 
wish it most. By conferring upon the 
national Populist committee plenary 
powers, those who are so earnestly 
striving for an actual consolidation of 
the strength of the silver forces cre­ 
ated the machinery by which any sort 
of terms can he arranged. But what 
will happen the future alone can tell. 
A man who read the telegram from 
Mr. Bryan to Senator Jones gives the 
following as the substance of the docu­ 
ment about which there was so much 
talk and excitement during the last 
day of the Populist contention. What 
is subjoined may ta relied upon as 
being substantially correct: 
“Considering all the circumstances 
and conditions.” wired Mr. Bryan, “I 
have concluded that the Populist con­ 
vention should uot consider tin’ na me 
for the presidency, but lf it detrfhnines 
to nominate mc notwithstanding this 
declaration, that tlieie n ay ta no mis­ 
understanding, I desire in advance to 
say that I shall not during the cam­ 
paign discuss any other issues than 
those outlined in the Chicago platform. 
I desire, above everything else, to ta 
instrumental in having enacted into 
the taw’s of the United States the five 
and unlimited coinage of gold and sil­ 
ver at the present ratio of IO to I 
without awaiting the consent of any 
other country.” 
Mr. Bryan Talk*. 
lincoln. Neb., July 2 c —Mr. Bryan 
said to-day: 
“I appreciate the desire manifested 
at St. Louis to consolidate all the free 
silver forces and regret tliat they did 
not nominate Mr. Sewall also. 
He 
stands squarely upon the Chicago plat­ 
form, and has defended our cause 
against greater opposition than we 
have had to meet in the West and 
South. 
The Populist platform is on 
many questions substantially identical 
with the Chicago platform, however, 
aud indorses some policies which I do 
not approve of. All I can say now is 
that my action will depend entirely 
upon the collections attached to the 
nomination. I shall do nothing which 
shall endanger the success of bimetal­ 
lism nor shall I do anything unfair to 
Mr. Sew’all.” 
'‘Assuming that the acceptance of 
the nomination by you would ta un­ 
fair to Mr. Sewall,” was asked him, 
“how could conditions shape them­ 
selves so as to permit you to accept?” 
The question was adroitly evaded 
by the jocular remark 
that if all 
things now perplexing were made 
plain it would 
ta an infringement 
upon the field of journalistic conject­ 
ure. 
When the complications that 
seem imminent because of the seeming 
necessity of putting up two sets of 
Bryan electors in the case be remained 
the candidate of the Populist party 
were referred to Mr. Bryan replied 
that this w’as one of the difficulties 
wiiicli time must be trusted to remove. 
Mr. Bryan W’as seemingly as cheerful 
over the situation as he was when he 
received information of bis first nom­ 
ination at Chicago.

SAW MILLS CLOSING DOWN. 


Lamber Supply Is Greater Thau the 
Demaud. 
Duluth, 
Special.—-Mitchell ic Mc­ 
Clure's saw mill, the largest in Du­ 
luth, aud which usually cuts 50,000,- 
900 feet or more, will close down for 
i period of two months, which practi­ 
cally means for til© balance of the 
reason. This will throw about 250 or 
300 men out of employment. 
This 
compo ny’8 docks are now piled so full 
that they cannot hold any more. There 
is absolute^ no sale for lumber in the 
Eastern markets, red, with no sign of 
relief ahead, the company has been 
forced to this action. The mill men 
say that for a time this year there 
seemed to ta some hope for the lum­ 
ber trade, but since the Chicago con­ 
vention it has been impossible to sell 
any. 
The prediction is made that within 
two weeks every saw mill in Dulvth 
will shut down, with probably one ex­ 
ception. This would throw 1,000 men 
out of work, and would be severely 
felt by business men.

The unnatural system of feed­ 
ing and yarding them begun to tell at 
that interval, ami the natural method 
triumphed.—A inuit an Fancier. 


Hint to Stamp Collector*. 
Our philateist collectors should ta on 
the lookout for the new postage stamp 
issued by the Spanish government. A 
Spanish M. P. still enjoys the privilege 
of “franking,” whieli 
w’as once so 
widely abused in England, as we know 
from the delightful correspondence of 
Cowper and of many others in our 
great age of letter writing. Hitherto a 
member of the Spanish cortes had 
simply to get his letters stamped by the 
secretary of the chamber, which' pro­ 
cured them free passage through the 
posts.

GERMAN—AMERICANS 


TH E Y ARE ALMOST UNANIM OUS FOR 


SOUND MONEY.

Mr. Gustav H. Schwab is president 
of the German society of New' York 
city and is therefore iu touch w’ith 
Germans and German-Americans in this 
country. 
Being also a prominent bus 
iness man. he is familiar w ith the views 
of Germans on the financial question. In 
an interview on May 14 he said: 
I am convinced from my knowledge 
of my German-American fellow citi­ 
zens and their ways of thinking that 
the vast majority of them in the oorning 
political contest will entirely disregard 
party ties and will vote for that party 
which declares for the maintenance, be­ 
yond a possibility of doubt, of the gold 
standard of value, aud that they will 
not give their suffrage to any candidate 
who may be suspected of a leaning to­ 
ward free silver coinage or toward any 
compromise with the silver people. 
They consider that the paramount 
question before the country at present is 
tho integrity of our monetary system, 
and their votes will go to that party 
which they believe w’ill uphold the 
country’s financial honor, regardless of 
what, their views may be ou other polit­ 
ical questions. Previous experience has 
shown that German voters on questions 
relating to or affecting the standard of 
value have always stood for common 
honesty, and that they have uniformly 
opposed all forms of financial heresy. 
When, 20 years ago, tho paper money 
inflation question was agitated in Mis­ 
souri, the Germans of that state were 
arrayed on the side of sound money. 
The Germans of Illinois are on record 
as alw ays having been od the right side 
of the money question, and us never 
having been led astray by cheap money 
propaganda at any time. 
A German 
business man, cashier of a large bank in 
Chicago, who has a w’ide acquaintance 
with the small bankers and merchants 
throughout the w'ost, tells me that he 
has had occasion to hear expressions 
from his German countrymen for years 
past on the question of a monetary 
standard, and that ho has never yet 
found one who w as not in favor of the 
gold standard and opposed to the free 
coinage of silver. 
His opinion is that the German citi­ 
zens of Illinois are unanimously opposed 
to any impairment of tho present gold 
standard. 
It is a fact, universally known, that 
the sound money victory iu Ohio in the 
gubernatorial campaign of 1875, in 
which Rutherford B. Hayes ran on a 
Republican 
hard 
money 
platform 
against William Allen on a Democratic 
paper money inflation platform, was 
due to the firm stand taken by the Ger­ 
mans, who, disregarding party lines, 
turned the scale in the election in favor 
of honest money. This fact w'as conced­ 
ed at the time by the Republican press 
of the state, and the Democratic candi­ 
date voiced the sentiments of his party 
leaders when he gave utterance to his 
lacerated feelings after the election by 
exclaiming, * ‘The Dutch are d 
d un­ 
reliable. ” 
The German voters are cer­ 
tainly not to be relied upon when they 
are asked to prostitute the country’s 
financial honor at their party’s bidding. 
In the state of Wisconsin tho Germans 
havo taken the same united stand in 
favor of sound money, and the same 
may be said of Michigan, Iowa and 
Minnesota. 
The entire German newspaper press in 
this country, with few exceptions, is 
emphatically for sound money, as it has 
been iu the past, and can be depended 
upon to pronounce in favor of the main­ 
tenance of the present standard of value 
and for the party that represents this 
principle, regardless of previous party 
affiliations. Several important German 
Democratic papers iu the western states 
have already threatened to bolt their 
ticket if a free silver plank should be 
adopted. As an indication of the gen­ 
eral sentiment of the German press J 
refer to the position taken by ihe largest 
and oldest German newspaper iu the 
south, The Pemokrat of Louisville, in 
the lust state election in Kentucky. Al­ 
though always Democratic up to that 
time, this paper bolted the Democratic 
free silver candidate and urged the elec­ 
tion of the Republican sound money can* 
didate for governor. 
Tho importance of the German vote 
w ill be apparent when the numerical 
strength of the German-American popu­ 
lation in the pivotal states is consider­ 
ed. The returns of the census of 1890 
show that the state of New York then 
contained 972,608 Germ an-Americans, 
Ohio 541,407, Illinois 690,588, Penn­ 
sylvania 472,428, Michigan 276,258, 
Wisconsin 551,884, Minnesota 244,634, 
Iowa 269,603 and Missouri 297,095. 
Whatever may bo the deoision of the 
national conventions on the money ques­ 
tion, this issue will be fairly, squarely 
and most thoroughly placed before the 
German voter in the course of the cam­ 
paign, and as to the nature of his re­ 
sponse I do not entertain any doubt

or ten churches had their roofs blown 
off and otherw ise 
dam aged. 
Tele­ 
graph, telephone 
and electric 
light 
poles w ere snapped like pipe stems, 
mixing the wires in an inextricable 
im.ss. 
Fierce 
lightning and 
high 
winds accompanied tin storm, or ra th ­ 
er, tw o stirm s. for P ittsburg i nd Alle­ 
gheny w as the meeting place of one 
storm from the west which catne up 
the Ohio valley and i rothei from the 
east which followed the cru ise of the 
Allegheny river. 
Such a battle of the 
elem ents is rarely w it netted. 
In L ast 
Pittsburg and W ilmerdlug hail fell in 
large quantities, tom e ot the stones 
being large ones. 
lu tin* lirst five 
m inutes of the storm .58 of an ineli of 
w ater fell and the wind reached a 
velocity of thirty miles an hod*. 
L ater another u te r i .a l m o s t as lie.ve 
as tlie first, cam e up and .<’*8 of an 
ireh fell, m aking a total of 1.33.

Houses 
were 
unroofed, 
trees broken 
oft' and 
in some eases 
torn up by the roots, while the havoc 
caused by the heavy rainfall of last 
week was repeated. 
Summed up to­ 
day, with m any outlying districts to 
hear from, 
tlie result was 
eighteen 
lives lost, thirty-six injured, many it 
is feared, fatally, and property d am ­ 
aged to the extent of $100,000. 
The list ot killed as fa r as reported 
is as fo llo w s:

Holmes, an unknow n oil man, and ten 
Italian miners who were drowned at 
Cecil, I’a.;

P itts 
burg, killed by a falling fence; John 
Fifths, skull crushed by falling tree at 
Sugar Camp drove. 
One of the most terrible results of 
the storm w as the drowning of a num ­ 
ber of coal miners in tlu* P ain ter’s run 
district, just over the county line. The 
boarding house which they occupied 
was blown down and swept away, 
and of the sixteen people sleeping in It 
fifteen were drowned. 
The bodies of 
eight have been recovered. Flie board­ 
ing house w as in a little mining set­ 
tlem ent called Cecil, on the line of the 
Kight-Milc branch of the P an H andle 
road 
which leaves the C hartlers di­ 
vision a t 
Bridge ville. 
The 
branch 
runs over to McDonald, and Cecil is 
located 
m idw ay 
between

points. 
The fatality occurred at 4 
a. m., when the small stream . P ain t­ 
er’s run, which empties into Cliarticra 
creek, w as suddenly swollen into a 
roaring tor.ent by a cloudburst. Many 
narrow escapes are reported from the 
valley 
through which 
P ainter’s run 
ton»>»es. and it is not unlikely th a t 
some of the others may have perished, 
although there is no fu rth er rum ored 
loss of life. 
Several houses in the val­ 
ley were sw ept aw ay, bbut the occu­ 
pants, so far as learned, all m anaged 
to seek places of safety before their 
homes were carried down the stream 
Some of the occupants were rescued 
In skiffs. 
T he rigging in m any oil 
wells w as swept aw ay, and the men 
working about them were compelled 
to the for their lives as the torrent 
bore down the valley on its course of 
death and destruction.

In Millvale and 
Sharpsburg 
hail caused 
havoc, and 
glaziers will be busy for several days. 
T he dam age to property was gen­ 
eral and various in P ittsburg and Alle­ 
gheny. 
The wind unroofed dozens of 
houses, while others were dam aged 
by the w ater washing their founda­ 
tions aw ay. 
Still others were struck 
by lightning. 
The traction lines, as 
usual, were compelled to suspend ope­ 
rations. 
G reat heaps of dirt and de­ 
bris from the ptevious 
floods piled 
near the tracks w eie washed down 
again, and the rnly lines which es- 
oaiied serious delays wore those on 
the South side. 
All the railroads suf­ 
fered heavily from landslides, but Hie

The latest innovation in the m anu­ 
facture of bicycles is an electric motor 
attachm ent,

and 
weighs 
twenty-seven pounds w ithout tlie a t­ 
tachm ent but otherw ise fully equipped. 
The electrical equipment, which con­ 
sists of a battery, m otor an d switch, 
brings the weight of th e bicycle up to 
sixty (Miuiids. T he battery, which is a 
dry chloride cell.weighs fifteen pounds. 
The attachm ent takes tip b u t little 
1*00111. and is easily slipped into place 
underneath the saddle. W hen it is not 
needed, the m achine can be used iu the 
ordinary way. 
If nt any tim e the rid ­ 
er wishes to use the pedals instead of 
the electric power, he can cut off the 
current with a sm all switch, which Is 
placed under tin* handle. The motor is 
connected with the hub of the rear 
wheel by a woven silk band.

as cured, but is un­ 
doubtedly insane. 
Albert, a brother 
of Frank, com m itted suicide in Chi­ 
cago last spring.
